Heaven’s best gifts to man are the liberty 
of speech, the liberty of conscience, and the 
liberty ofthe press. But the people of these 
United States, as we partly showed in our 
last paper, have acted like the dog in the 
fable, who snapped at the shadow and lost 
the substance.. This is owing not so much 
to their enemies (those who differ from them 
on Religion and politics) as to their own im. 
predence for want of proper instruction in 
youth, they are unable to discriminate in 
manhood. They are, therefore, destitute 
of such knowledge as ought to lead them to 
set a true value upon those things which ap- 
pertain to their best interest. For want of 
this knowledge they set a false value wpon 
those things which will conduce most to 
their happiness. Hence, the citizens of this 
country pursue a course which, though it 
may satisfy a momentary species of pride 
and folly, will in the end embitter their lives, 
inflict a deadly wound upon their country, 
and cause them to repent in sackcloth and 
ashes, and must ultimately -briag them into 
slavery and its attendant distress. 

For some years back the general course 
of the American people has been unpardona~ 
bly absurd—differing only in that variety o 
method and degree which have ever distin- 
guished mankind. The absurdity of which 
we complain has its origin in an inordinate 
love of self; and hence, those who sow in 
folly reap in tears, as they are now actually 
doing. ; 

To give an instance: Man, for the mos, 
part, is prone to envy, and looks upon bis 
own lot with discontent, aud upon the lot of 
his neighbor with envy. This neighbor, 
meanwhile, is actuated by the very same 
feelings toward another neighbor, as more 
fortunate and happy than himself; and what 
is astonishing, the objects of this envy are 
only imaginary, consisting in empty show, 
the possession of which imparts no real bap. 
piness to the owner—for if you observe 
those men you strive to rival, you will find 
the same discontent and overweening pas- 
sion to rival some other man who is ye, 
above him. This envious and craving dis- 
position arises solely from false notions of 
the true value of things. True happiness 
does not consist in wealth or show, from its 
very nature, which is ever changing hands. 
Happiness must rest upon a solid and steady 
foundation—tbis foundation must be laid in 
knowledge, constructed of industry and ce- 
mented by habit. These three qualities 
produce happiness. ‘This is the whole se- 
cret of the business of life, and is reducea- 
ble to those three things—knowledge, indus-
